Tragic Log of S-4 Taps 
Is Epic of Navy Heroes 


“Please Hurry” and “Oxygen Tanks Empty,” 
mered by Lieut.

The story of a hopeless fight became 
public yesterday when Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur made public the signal 
log recording in full the messages ex- 
changed between survivors of the 
doomed subinarine, S-4, the divers try- 
ing to rescue them and operators of 
the oscillator signal system on the sub- 
marine S-8 and the rescue vessel, 
Falcon. 

In issuing the log, it was explained 
that communication with the six 
trapped sailors in the torpedo com- 
partment had been greatly facilitated 
by Lieut. Grdham N. Fitch, Washing-

knew the signal code taps. Copies of 
ithe tragic document have been fur- 
nished the parents of Licut.

Hagerstown, Jan. 5.—The long con- 
troversy over the birthplace of Father 
Abram Ryan, famous poet-priest of the 
South, which was claimed for nearly half 
a century by Norfolk, Richmond and St. 
Louls, was settled today when the bap- 
tismal certificate of the poct was found 
in a safe of old St. Mary’s Catholic 
Church here by the Rev. Thomas D. 
Reinhart. The certificate states that 
Father Ryan was born in Hagerstown 
February 5, 1838, son of Abram Joseph 
Ryan, son of Matthew Ryan, of Lim- 
erick, Ireland. 

Father Ryan was the author of “The 
Conquered Banner,” “The Sword of 
Robert FE. Lee.” “The March of the 
Deathless Dead" and many other poem: 
| still dear to hearts of Southerners and 
still learned by countless school chil- 
|dren. The old record revealed that 
| Father Ryan moved with his family 
| from this city to Norfolk when he was 
7 years old, thence to St. Louls, where 
_he studied for the priesthood and was 
ordained. During the Civil War he 
served as a chaplain with the Army of

Because of these facts the Geologi- 
cal Survey has made an exhaustive study of 
the problem and a report has been prepared by 
George Holbrook, an assistant engineer at- 
tached to the office, in which he describes the 
conditions which surround the lake and 
reaches the conclusion that the ultimate effect 
of the development of plans for irrigating the 
lands of the valley will be to add nearly 70,000 
acres to the area of the lake, which estimate 
is based upon the expected wastage from the 
irrigation works and from natural drainage 
and seepage. In the meantime the Imperial 
Valley will grow in productivity and its vine- 


yards, truck gardens and plantations will find,

SETTLING IT OFFHAND, 


The “Information Service,”’ published week- | 
by the “Department of Research and Edu- |

It is a useful publication. The 
current number, for example, deals in a lucid 
and informative way with such topics as ‘‘Bills 
Before Congress;”’ ‘‘Migrants to and from the 
Farm;’’ “Russia and the Press;” &c. In 
its first article, however, namely ‘“Constitu- 
tionality of Outlawing War,” it departs from 
its role of expounder and commentator and 
takes sides, and by so doing descends into the 
dust and strife of the partisan arena. 

That this is putting the case fairly and im- 
partially may be seen from the answer of the 
pamphlet to “recent statements from Govern- 
ment sources to the effect that treaties re- 
nouncing war and providing permanent peace 
might violate the Constitution of the United 
States.”” That answer is: 

A discussion of the matter contributed 
by Prof. Joseph P. Chamberlain to the 
New York Times on December 11 would 
seem to set at rest all doubt in the mat- 
ter * * * Prof. Chamberlain’s argument 
is supported by other eminent authorities 
and would seem to be conclusive. 


The foregoing declaration may not have 
been meant as a presentation of “official at- 
titudes or policies,’ but it is at least essen- 
tially partisan, and partisan, too, on a very 
vexed constitutional subject that craves wary 
walking by any one who approaches it. 

Whether any limit can really be put on the 
power of the Congress of the United States to 
declare war is the question argued by Prof. 
Chamberlain with considerable acumen, if oc- 
casionally with special pleading, but his con- 
clusion, speciously supported as it is, scarcely 
carries conviction in face of the plain wording 
of the Constitution itself. The question de- 
bated raises a theoretical issue which may con- 
ceivably become a practical one, and no wand- 
waving, however dexterous, can settle it off- 
hand. It might, indeed, be asked, without 
disrespect, whether any professor, by his own 
ipse dixit, could overturn the Constitution in 
any particular, and also whether the Federal 
Council of Churches has not laid itself open 
to criticism by accepting as proved a position 
which is disputed by the President of the 
United States, who is a large part of the treaty- 
making: power.

a possibility which has been pretty well 
ignored during the most of December. 


For the first three hours today sales 
averaged over 800,000 shares an hour. 
That is too much volume for the ticker 
to handle, even with the new system. 
Tape prices at times trailed actual trad- 
ing by 26 minutes. With a widely fluc- 
tuating market and with traders out- 
side the stock exchange unable to tell 
quickly anything about prices, it is not 
surprising that some anxious moments 
were passed and that the floor traders 
had things their own way. 


New Haven sold at a fresh high record, 
the best price reached since 1916 in 
the face of heavy selling elsewhere. A 
dividend on this stock this year is ex- 
pected, but the well informed refuse 
to acimit that a special development is 
in the offing. Directors meet here next 
Tuesday. 


The gyrations of Greene Cananea 
were more spectacular than they were 
yesterday. After selling as high as 
15414 the stock in the second hour 
Sank rapidly to 139, the break coming 
at a time when the tape was about 
15 minutes behind the market. After 
that the shares rallied sharply but 
failed to recover their old strength, 
closing at 148%, for a net loss of 3% 
points. 


The drop came when the market was 
weakening, but doubtless it. helped to 
unsettle confidence in other stocks. 
Greene has been a target for the shorts 
ever since it got above 50, and until 
now they had to pay for their temerity. 
The majority of traders who have kept 
to the bullish side of the fence were 
not greatly perturbed by the day’s 
break. They have recognized the fact 
that the market was becoming quite 
top heavy and were not alarmed at the 
prospect of a shaking off of some of 
the weakly held ‘stock. The January 
investment fund is not yet exhausted 
and the outlook for reduction of an- 
other billion or so in the national debt 
suggests that a good deal of money 

will be available for picking up stocks 
at lower prices. 


Sterling rose a sixteenth in a day of 

dull trading in European exchanges. 
Spanish pesetas continued upward, 
closing 6 points net higher. Silver ex- 
changes were strong.

“PROTEST, WITHESS 
~ SAYS ON AFFIOAT 


Mrs. E. R. Magruder and 
~ Others Heard in Burns-Sin- 
clair Contempt Case. 


STENOGRAPHER TELLS 
. OF TAKING DOCUMENT 


Dictated Before Juror, Who 
~ Let Identification Stand, 
She Tells Court.. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Testimony to show ‘that Edward J. 
Kidwell, jr., Fall-Sinclair juror, had not 
protested against the inclusion of an 
affidavit of the identification of Barton 
P, Stewart, Burns operetive, as the man 
who had approached him in the Nation- 
al Museum grounds, was given yesterday 
by Mrs, Elizabeth R. Magruder, stenog- 
rapher in the office of the United States 
District Attorney. The evidence by Mrs. 
Magruder was in direct conflict with 
that of Kidwell, given in substantiation 
of the charge that he had been in- 
timidated and made to sign affidavjts 
partly false by James J. O'Leary, As- 
sistant United States District Attorney. 

Counsel for the respondents in the 
contempt case of Harry F. Sinclair and 
five others, who brought the charge of 
intimidation and disputed the truth of 
the affidavits, failed to shake Mrs. 
Magruder’s testimony under cross-ex¢ 
amination. George P. Hoover, of counsel 
for Sinclair, did develop the fact that 
Mrs. Magruder had not, as is usual, 
taken the dictation in a notebook and 
retained it, but had written on scratch 
paper and destroyed her stenographic 
notes. She testified under cross-exami- 
nation of Judge Daniel Thew Wright, of 
counsel for Henry Mason Day, that she 
considered herself an expert stenog- 
rapher. In a speed test she trans- 
scribed some dictation from Judge 
Wright, but failed to follow him at an 
increased rate. 


Testimony of Parents. 


Prior to the appearance of Mrs. 
Magruder none of the witnesses called 


during the day by the Government 
had aided materially in dispelling the 
charge brought against the district at- 
torney’s office. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edward J. Kidwell, sr. 
both of whom testified yesterday morn- 
ing, disputed the manner in which 
some of the statements appearing in 
an affidavit made by Mrs. Kidwell had 
got into the document. They both 
acknowledged having sworn to the affi- 
davit and consider it a true statement 
of fact, but upon close questioning 
expressed themselves as having had 
only a vague idea of what it contained 
at the time, and differed with the text 
of the affidavit as to the time and way 
in which certain allegations in it had 
been made. 

The testimony of Mrs. Magruder was 
exceedingly definite. She informed the 
court that she had been called into 
Mr. O'Leary’s office on December 15 to 
take a statement. Edward J. Kidwell, 
ir was present, she said. After exam- 
ning the affidavit in which Kidwell 
said that to the best of his recollection 
the Burns operative Stewart was the 
man who approached him and entered 
into conversation on the grounds of 
the National Museum, Mrs. Magruder 
identified it as the one she had trans- 
cribed from her notes at that time. 

She then testified that Mr. O’Leary 
had dictated the entire affidavit. Kid- 
well said on the stand that he dictated 
the first part of it, but that Mr. O’Leary 
dictated the last paragraph. 

During the dictation, Mrs. Magruder 
said, Mr. O’Leary at frequent intervals 
asked Kidwell if what was being said 
was true, and that the latter replied 
it was. On several occasions, Mrs. Ma- 
gruder said, she read back from her 
uotes what Mr. O’Leary had dictated 
for the benefit of Kidwell. She was 
positive that every sentence and every 
phrase had been called to Kidwell’s at- 
tention. 


Destroyed Original Notes. 


On cross-examination by Mr. Hoover, 
Mrs, Magruder said she did not have 
her original notes as they had been 
taken on scratch paper and she had de- 
stroyed them. She answered that it was 
customary to use notebooks, but that 
she had been called into Mr. O’Leary’s 
room as she was passing down the hall 
and that Mr. O’Leary handed her the 
paper on which she took the notes. She 
denied that when she read back the 
second paragraph of the affidavit Kid- 
well had said it wasn’t true. Kidwell’s 
testimony had been that the paragraph 
in question was inserted by O'Leary 
after the official had been told that it 
was not true. | 

Mrs. Magruder also was asked if she 
had discussed her testimony with Mr 
O’Leary, and replied that the only 
thing the assistant district attorney 
had said was that he might need her 
in court. 

Mrs. Magruder was asked by Judge 
Wright as to her experience as a 
stenographer and whether she consid- 
ered herself un expert She mentioned 
four years’ experience and said she be- 
lieved herself expert She was then 
placed at the court reporter’s table and 
given dictation from the record. 

Soon after it began Justice Siddons 
asked Judge Wright if he was not dic- 
tating with some rapidity. The attorney 
said he thought not, and after the dis- 
cussion, Mrs. Magruder read back what 
had been previously dictated. Judge 
Wright then continued at a faster pace 
and the witness told him she could not 
follow him. She was unable to esti- 
mate for the court the speed at which 
Judge Wright had been dictating. 


Differs From Testimony. 


The testimony of Juror Kidwell’s 
parents placed them in disagreement 
with certain statements contained in 
the affidavit made by Mrs. Kidwell and 
which her husband had signed as true. 
They both acknowledged having signed 
the affidavits and in response to gen- 
eral questions, sald they considered 
them to be true. 

Under detailed examination, however, 
they disagreed with statements ascrib- 
ing to Juror Kidwell’s consciousness of 
the fact that he was being followed 
during the trial, also a statement simi- 
larly timed that the younger Kidwell 
had said he was being followed for 
the purpose of being bribed, and men- 
tion of the terms “oil people” or any 
reference to the “Fall-Sinclair case.” 


Didn’t Understand it All. 


Questions and the actions of the wi‘- 

esses themselves developed the fact 
that they had difficulty in reading, and 
their\,answers indicated that they now 
believed that they were not aware of 
what was in the affidavit at the time 
they signed.

BLANTON OBJECTION

Texan Forces $25,000,000 
Bill for Triangle Purchase to 
Conference Committee. . 


The House was ready for final pas- 
sage Of the Elliot triangle bill yester- 
day when Representative Blanton, of 
Texas, objected to the form of an 
amendment tacked on the bill by the 
Senate.

MAYNARD IS JAILED | 
IN “PADLOCK” CASE: 


Six-Year Fight of Defendant 
Ends as He Begins to 
Serve Term. 


Harry Maynard, who for more than 
six years has defied the efforts of the 
police and prohibition agents to put 
him behind bars, has at last arrived 
at the District Jail to serve a sentence 
on a charge of selling liquof. He was 
committed yesterday by Chief Justice 
McCoy in Criminal Court on a man- 
date from the Court of Appeals which 
authorized the commitment of Maynard 
for one year in jail and the imposition 
of a fine of $1,000. ' 

Maynard was the first white man 
in this Jurisdiction to be named defen- 
dant in a “padlock” injunction proceed- 
ings, and he is also the first white 
man to be adjudged in contempt for 
violating the injunction and be sent to 
jail as a result. 

District Attorney Peyton Gordon first 


proceeded against Maynard in January, 
1922, when the latter operated a cafe 
on Fifteenth street northwest between 
New York avenue and H street. He 
then moved to a place across the street 
from the Veterans Bureau on I street 
and another “padlock” injunction fol- 
lowed him there. He afterward moved 
to 1416 K street northwest, where he 
operated the Maple Inn Cafeteria. Capt 
Guy Burlingame raided this cafeteria 
and afterwards accused Maynard of 
violating the “padlock” injunction at 
that place. Assistant District Attorney 
Harold W. Orcutt conducted the con- 


tempt proceedings against Maynard.

GASCH FREED ON BOND 


| IN BANK FUND CASE 


Former Hyattsville Cashier 
Pleads Not Guilty to 
Diverting $50,000. 


Clarence B. Gasch, 28 years old, for- 
mer cashier of the First National Bank 
of Hyattsville, Md., was released under 
$10,000 bond yesterday after pleading 
not guilty in the Baltimore Federal 
Court to a charge of misappropriation 
of funds of the bank, totaling $50,000. 
Date of his trial was set for February 
13. 

Gasch, who admitted his arrest came 
as # Surprise, inasmuch as he had for- 
felted his home in University Park, 
Md., valued at $26,000 together with 
his other real estate holdings, was in- 
dicted by a Federal grand jury on four- 
teen counts charging him with divert- 
ing funds of the bank to his own use. 

Evidence brought before the Federal 
grand jury purported to show Gasch 
began the improper manipulation of 
the bank’s funds under his supervision 
shortly after he was appointed cashier 
of the institution about three years 
ago. Gasch, following an investigation 
by agents of the Department of Justice, 
resigned his position at the bank May 
25. He is married and has three chil- 
dren.
